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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Uchida fails to teach 
"the control element independently editable relative to a different control element". However, as explained in the previous final office 
action, the applicant agrees that Uchida cites "collectively reflecting the lates GUI control defining information upon properties of all GUI 
controls". However, Uchida still teaches the feature of "the control element independently editable relative to a different control element". 
As disclosed at figure 4, when the GUI control property A is edit, all of the properties of the GUI control property A such as A1 , A2, A3..are 
changed, but the GUI control property B does not effect. Uchida cites that the resetting of properties of the GUI controls is done through a 
collective change of properties of the GUI control. It means that the properties of the GUI control A are changed but the GUI control B and 
its properties (B1 , B2..) is never changed when the GUI control A is edit. It is clear that the control element (the GUI control A) 
Independently editable relative to a different control element (the GUI control B). 
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
